AUGUST  — DUMBARTON  BRIDGE  — TRIP 

On  Sunday,  August  12th  about  34  members  and  guests,  some  from  San 
Jose  and  Santa  Clara  met  at  the  east  approach  of  the  Dumbarton  Bridge,  for  a 
warm  sunny  day  of  bird  observation. 

The  numerous  phalaropes  seen  last  year  near  the  K.  G.  O.  grounds  had 
located  this  year,  in  the  pools  to  the  west  of  the  toll  plaza,  so  were  seen  only 
by  those  who  came  or  went  that  way. 

The  Caspian  tern  colony  was  again  visited  and  many  young  in  all  stages 
of  development  were  observed.  Only  two  eggs  were  seen  at  this  late  date,  and 
these  were  probably  infertile.
